VALUES ly stated that it was about 

time to quit telling collec- 
tors that it was all for fun and that 
they should forget the money value 
in their collections. We are reminded 
of this remark by the new Scott Spe- 
cialized Catalogue which has just 
made its appearance and in which the 
publishers start a new innovation in 
which they attempt to include along 
with the listing of the stamps, a table 
of price trends or should we say a 
table showing both supply and demand 
and since we have always been told 
that price is regulated by supply and 
demand we naturally think of the 
table as a table of price trends. 

Certainly if the cataloguers feel it 
desirable to stress points of this na- 
ture which are obviously to encourage 
the purchase of certain stamps at cur- 
rent prices rather than wait till they 
advance to higher figures and at the 
same time a guide to dealers as to 
supply, demand and market condi- 
tions, then we are giving full consid- 
eration to values and values are being 
stressed. 

It is therefore necessary and de- 
sirable or the part of collectors who 
make a considerable expenditure on 
stamps that they keep abreast of the 
actual market value. This is of most 
importance to the collector who does 
try to invest in stamps for investment 
purposes. 

To the general collector who col- 
lects a little of everything that comes 
along, the best he can do if he hopes 
for a return on his investment is to 
see that his purchases are of the best 
of condition as regards centering, can- 
cellation, etc. It is extremely difficult 
and almost impossible to collect in a 
general or haphazard manner and re- 





alize any hope for a financial profit on 
the accumulation of an ordinary gen- 
eral collection or accumulation. The 
collector who collects in this manner 
should realize that he is collecting for 
pleasure and should be satisfied in the 
end with such a return for his invest- 
ment. 

This type of collector measured in 
dollars and cents is of course the col- 
lector of smaller means and he will 
naturally ask, how can a man with 
small means invest in stamps with any 
hope of a return of his money over a 
period of years? 

If this type of collector wishes only to 
invest in stamps without any thought 
of making a collection of stamps or 
of making a study of stamps, then he 
has but to follow the same procedure 
that a wealthy man might follow and 
buy only choice copies of the very 
most preferred U. S. Issues, lay them 
away carefully and wait for the price 
increase which will eventually come. 
This of course is not collecting 
stamps, yet is the one way that a man 
of small means or large means may 
invest in stamps. Another, and more 
pleasant way for the man of small 
means is to collect and specialize in 
one single country or type of stamp. 
It is a fact that if you should spend 
a matter of $100 or $500 over a period 
of a year or two in a general collec- 
tion and accumulation, you have 
picked up little that the average 
dealer does not hold in plenty in his 
stock, yet if you will spend that same 
sum of money on one single country 
or on one single group or type of 
stamp, you will have accumulated 
something that will be of interest and 
value to any dealer when you offer it 
for sale, for you will have accumu-

Latest regulations prevent the send- 
ing out of stamps to certain countries 
nominally neutral, such as _ China, 
French Colonies and various countries 
officially or unofficially under Ger- 
man domination. The restrictions do 
not apply to U.S.A.

the 144d. “2d.” There are minute pecu- 
liarities in certain of the stereos and 
these may enable specialists to ident- 
ify the various printings. At the mo- 
ment the 2d. Pictorial (orange) is be- 
ing brought back into use. A 
K.G.VI stamp printed in brown was 
issued on the 10th July and the 1d. 
K.G.VI value in green appeared first 
on the 21st July. A new 3d. and 1%d. 
stamp are expected to be issued late 
this year and early next respectively, 
so that a completely new series will 
be introduced ranging from the %d. 
to the 3d. value. 

The 1936 Pictorial stamps from 4d. 
to 3/- are to continue in use, but with 
slight differences in the measurement 
of their perforation. Since, however, 
these might be of interest only to a 
few specialists (if any) I am not list- 
ing them now. Denominations above 
the 3/- value are in the Arms type 
(Scott P.F.5) which are not very 
popular as they are classed as fiscals, 
their use being extended to prepay 
other duties not connected with post- 
age. 

A clearly postmarked copy, either 
with a handstamp of a circular shape 
or with several parallel lines (with 
name of town) used by parcel cancel- 
lers is undoubtedly a used postage 
stamp, and as such cannot be ex- 
cluded from any collection of New 
Zealand stamps which has complete- 
ness as its goal. 


New Guinea: 


The £2 and £5 Airmail stamps are 
likely to become rarities if a recent 
report proves correct. So far these two 
high values are used almost exclu- 
sively for the prepayment of gold bul-

New Guinea Goldfields to the coast.

Minton on Bench as Lightner 
Case Comes Up Again 





Sherman Minton, 51, former New 
Deal Senator from Indiana, today 
(Oct. 7th) joined Otto Kerner and 
and Will Sparks on the bench of the 
U. S. Cireuit Court of Appeals. He 
had been sworn in last week in Wash- 
ington by Supreme Court Justice 
Hugo Black. 

Without ceremony, the court waded 
into its docket, the first case being the 
contempt of court citation against O. 
C. Lightner, publisher of “Hobbies” 
magazine, which has been pending be- 
fore the appeals court for two years. 

The citation arose from Lightner’s 
refusal to re-hire striking employes as 
per an NLRB court order, the pub- 
lisher contending he could not give all 
of them their jobs because he had 
changed methods of production. The 
case was regarded for some time as 
a a of the Wagner Labor Relations 
act. 

But after Leslie Clifford, NLRB at- 
torney, had submitted the govern- 
ment’s side of the case, the matter 
was continued indefinitely.

When such a thing is accomplished, 
one should be quite satisfied, for what 
other hobby on which you spend 
money, ever returns even a small part 
of your spendings.

Last Laugh 

Some years ago, well do I remem- 
ber, the terrific ribbing us poor pre- 
cancel collectors took when the cata- 
log makers sprung a two volume cata- 
log on us. The chickens have now 
come home to roost. Scotts catalog 
will be, as you already know, a two 
volume affair next year. Instead of 
heaping coals of fire on your heads 
let me give you consolation. (I hope 
some foreign collectors are reading 
this). Things are never as bad as they 
seem. In the first place why do you 
need a catalog every year? Only in 
exceptional years are there more than 
a small percentage of changes. Some 
countries remain untouched except for 
a few additions for years at a stretch. 
Changes that come about during the 
year are taken care of by a monthly 
supplement. A wider circulation of 
this paper would keep the catalog up 
to date better and on the other hand 
if changes are not made immediately 
what serious harm is done. Little I 
would say. As it has been, if a price 
change was necessary the price went 
up whether the cataiog makers 
thought a raise in that particular item 














was necessary or not. This was be- 
tween the wholesaler and the dealer. 
As I see it a catalog is a barometer 
and a check list on the hobby. If it 
did not exist I do not doubt that un- 
fair prices would be asked for very 
common material. Although not en- 
tirely accurate the catalog does have 
a very forceful influence in keeping 
the big bulk of stamps in their proper 
category. We _ were particularly 
amused at the suggestions that have 
already been made as how to handle 
next years edition.

Colonial cata- 
logs separate just as the Bureau, Dou- 
ble Line and City Type Coil catalogs 
are in Precancels. The Rest of the 
Catalog then issued every two or three 
years.

It 
is not necessary, and surely not 
sporting when one considers that 
Philately can never show off in the 
wrong way, and expect it to prove a 
benefit. Folks who are not interested 
in Philately, and local stamp collectors 
turn out at each affair to view the 
material on display, and also the peo- 
ple affiliated with each unit. No matter 
how good-natured the drinker may be, 
or how big a shot, he is casting a 
stigma on his own group if he cannot 
control his inhibitions well enough to 
refrain from being boisterous at an 
affair, instead of going away some- 
where and drowning his desire to his 
thirst’s content. 





Blossoms In The Dust 

If you have any qualms about 
Spreading Sunshine with Philately 
after having viewed that glorious pic- 
ture entitled ‘Blossoms in the Dust’ 
then experiment with effects produced 
when you take a few of your dupli- 
cate stamps and present them to some 
incapacitated stamp collector.
